The  26th  year  of  R.  O.  T.  C.  and  the  61st  year  of  Military  Drill 
at  Gloucester  High  School  has  been  one  of  the  most  successful 
and  outstanding  in  the  history  of  this  popular  and  traditional 
activity.  Not  only  have  we  acquired  a basic  military  training 
under  the  instruction  of  Captain  Francis  P.  McNerney  and  Tech- 
nical Sergeant  Charles  W.  Tucker,  but  have  gone  forward  along 
new  paths  of  social  developments.

Gloucester,  Mass.,  July  5,  1969.  Glou- 
cester’s new  City  Hall  structure  was 
officially  shown  to  citizens  yesterday 
with  elaborate  ceremonies  held  in  the 
building's  spacious  auditorium. 

The  new  building,  constructed  of 
copper  and  glass  in  ultra  modern  de- 
sign, is  located  on  what  was  formerly 
known  as  Burnham's  field.  Under  the 
direction  of  Mayor  John  Coyle  as  mas- 
ter of  ceremonies,  the  program  began 
with  his  welcoming  remarks  in  which 
he  dramatically  stated,  "About  time, 
ain't  it?"  The  program  then  proceeded 
with  a selection  by  the  G.H.S.  R.O.T.C. 
Band  under  the  direction  of  Richard 
Moalli. 

Following  the  band  selection  was  an 
address  by  Major  General  Donald  Col- 
ter Monroe.  His  stirring  message  was 
entitled,  "The  Inevitibility  of  a Rocket 
War  with  the  Moon,”  and  gave  a sum- 
mary of  the  interplanetary  relations 
which  have  been  leading  to  a universal 
struggle. 

The  program  continued  with  a solo, 
"Holy,  Holy,  Holy,”  by  Metropolitan 
Opera  star,  Natalie  White.  For  an  en- 
core Miss  White  sang,  "Very  Holy, 
Holy,  Holy.” 

The  main  address  of  the  afternoon 
was  delivered  by  Dr.  Thomas  Compton 
McComiskey,  president  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Institute  of  Mathematics.  His 
talk  concerned  the  "Obsolescence  of 
Radar.”
